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WHY BLOCK CONSTRUCTION? 
It is intimated that the provincial 
department of railways will join the 


National Railways in trying to prevent the 
immediate extension of the C.P.R. line 
from Willingdon into Edmonton 

The ground taken by both objectors is 
that the C.P.R. has no legal right to build 
the Cutknife branch without having ob- 
tained a special charter from parliament 
The C.P.R. is proceeding on the assump 
tion that its charter of 1881 gives it the 
right to build a branch anywhere in 
Canada from a point on a main line. On 
that assumption, and without special 
charter, it has built the Cutknife line as 
far as Willingdon and is proposing to con- 
tinue it into Edmonton. 

The particular objection urged on be- 
half of the provincial railway department 
is; that if the C.P.R. is admitted to have 
this power under its original charter, it 
may choose to exercise that right by 
building a branch railway system in the 
Peace River country, thus undermining 
the E.D. and B.C. system 

There will be general agreement that 
if the charter of 1881 confers power on 
the C.P.R. to build branch lines anywhere 
without special charter that concession is 
more sweeping than should ever have 
been given to a railway company 
Whether it has such power is a point to be 
threshed out before the Railway Commis- 
sion—and perhaps in the courts. 

But just what is to be gained by the 
department of railways trying to stall 
the extension of the Cutknife line into 
Edmonton while this point is being argued 
before the Commission and the courts? 
If the C.P.R. is building this railway with- 
out legal warrant it has been doing so 
ever since construction started, and the 
proper time to raise the objection was 
when the first sod was turned. How 
comes it that the supposed illegality of the 
undertaking, and the supposed danger of 
the C.P.R. invading the Peace River coun- 
try, were only discovered when the C.P.R. 
refused to build the Willingdon-Edmonton | 
extension on the snake fence route de- | 
manded by Mr. Luchkovich, U.F.A. mem- 
ber of pailiament for Vegreville? 

If the C.P.R. is within its charter 
rights in building this road, blocking con- 
struction during the present season will 
the road to 


not prevent it extending 
Edmonton, eventually—and also building 
into the Peace River region if it chooses 


The net result of opposing the 
extension will in that event be to delay 
construction to next year or the year 
after; which, obviously, will do nothing to 
benefit the E.D. and B.C. railway. 

If the C.P.R. has not the legal right to 
build branches where it may please, there 
will be plenty of opportunity to establish 
that point before the company undertakes 
the construction of a Peace River branch 
railway system. The time for the provin- 
cial department to raise objection in he- 
half of the E.D. and B.C. will be when 
there is a threat to invade the territory of 
that railway. Extending the Cutknife line 
from Willingdon into Edmonton does not 


to do that 


involve any such threat, nor indicate any 
early intention on the part of the C.P.R. 
to build into the Peace River country 


father the contrary. 

One other point is worth keeping in 
mind. If the extension of the line from 
Willingdon to Edmonton 1s held up, and it 


should be established that the C.P.R. must | 


go to parliament for a special charter to 
extend the line, it is quite possible that the 
company wil] not ask for power to build 
from Willingdon to Edmonton, but from 
Willingdon into the Peace River area 
Should the C.P.R. ask for such a charter 
it would in all probability get it. How 
much would the E. D. and B, C., or the 
city of Edmonton, be benefited if the Cut- 
knife line were carried straight west into 
the Peace River country, instead of turn- 
ing south and terminating—for the time 
at least-——-at Edmonton? 

Practical sense wouid seem to suggest 
that the proper thing for the provincial 
department of railways, and the city of 
Edmonton, to do is to encourage the 
C. P. R. to build the Willingdon-Edmonton 
extension during the present summer- 
charter or no charter. 
in violation of the law it is the party 
which will have to face the music. And 
the claim of the department to monopoly 
rights in the Péace River district will be 
precisely the same after the Willingdon- 
Edmonton extension has been made as it

Now, in reading a baby's 
face we are apt to have in mind our 
own expressions, which are mature 
and modified by experience. Some 
twenty-four names were used in de- 
scribing the expressions, the most 
common being: anger, fear, pain, 
hunger, discomfort. 

When a “hungry” infant appeared 
on the screen a dozen different read- 


ings were made, the most common 
being “fear.” When an infant ts 
hungry, it looks out of sorts; and we 
are apt to call it fear. But the ex- 


pression when the infants were rigid- 
ly held was most commonly called 
“anger,” which is correct Only 
twenty-seven out of the forty recog- 
nized the expression of na frightened 


from sleep 


Bo these very young babies don't 
register as accurately as they will a 
few months, even weeks, later. The 


baby face gradually takes on expres- 
sion, and the first smile is greeted as 
an outburst of Axceptionai intelli- 
gence. The chief distinction is be- 
tween being comfortable or not; and 
discomfort is the more urgent emo- 
tion. The four situations were all 
disturbing, and in the infant vocalu- 


lary would be registered also in the 
cry 
At first it is a general “misery” cry 


but soon takes on a slightly different 
tune, when baby is hungry, when 
seared, when angry. All that is in 
that sense, fear and anger—that is, 
nature's yocabulary at the start. In 
the discomfort caused by withdrawing 
support or a sudden loud noise, and 
by restraining movement—are inborn 
registrations. Quite soon the mother 
and nurse can take a very good 
guess, judging both by what they hear 
and by what they see,, whether baby 
is sleepy or hungry, in pain or dis- 
comfort, or just generally miserable 
and fretting. 

One of the most successful of these 
early registrations is anger—the sign 
of the infant's protest and rebellion 
against being thwarted in ary of the 
lordly desires. And from these small 
beginnings, elaborated by much art 
and artificiality, grows the industry 
of Hollywood. Owing to the amazing 
popularity of the art of the screen 
we have become expression conscious,, 
and so are interested in the first 
baby steps in registering emotion.

‘IS READ IN COURT 

“Well, I did the murder. I hit the 
lady on the head.. I hit her on 
the head with an axé. I stayed awhile 
to see if she were dead and then I 
went upstairs and changed and left 
my overalls As far as the police 
saying I ransacked the place I did 
not, I did not know where the money 
was but I had a good trea. I took $60 
exactly.” 

Thus runs an extract from a con- 
| fession given at Ponoka Mental In- 
stitution on March 3 last to Dr 
Charles Patrick Fitzpatrick, physician 
of the hospital by George Edmund 
Jackson, now on trial before Mr 
Justice Tweedie and jury in the 
criminal court for the murder on Feb. 
14 at her farmhouse near Waskatenau 
of Mrs. William Warren (Nelle) Pen- 
dieton 

The confession, which was given by 
accused after being duly warned that 
he did not have to make any state- 
ment and if he did that it would be 
used as evidence against him, was 
taken down by Robert McWilliam 
stenographer at Ponoka and was 
signed by Jackson. In its entirety it 
was admitted as evidence by His Lora- 
ship. 

Second Confession Ruled Out 

Still another confession, given by 
accused to Constable A. Zotoloshin 
A.P.P, containing further details of 
the crime was not admitted by his 
Lordship. The accused's statement 
was made while being escorted from 
Ponoka to the Fort Saskatchewan jail 
and was not taken down verbatim by 
the officer at the time, but was writ- 
ten the next day from memory as part 
of his report on his mission. 

Piece by plece Edward B. Cogswell 
K.C., crown counsel built up his case 
and forged a chain of evidence with 
which he felt confident he would 
Graw so closely around accused that 
it would fix guilt for the crime upon 
him. Starting on Tuesday morning 
with the husband of the deceased wo- 
man who told of having seen accused 
galloping a horse away from the farm 
house, Mr Cogswell put Robert 
Brown, a neighbor, into the box. He 
told of being passed by Jackson on 
the road between the Pendleton farm 
jand Waskatenau. Arthur Wolfe, par- 
ageman and taxi-owner of Waska- 
tenau next took the stand and related 
how Jackson came to him, hired a 
taxi to be driven into this city and 
paid $20 in two Standard bank $10 
bills. John Westover, the chauffeur 
told of driving Jackson in and leav- 
ing him at the Canadian National 
Railways station. Constable Lawrence 
Hunter of the city police force testi- 
fied to making the arrest at a local 
motion picture theatre 

Witness Criticized

Until 
he was 16 years of age he was known 
as an “unclean” child owing to the 
fact that he was unable to control the 
natural functions On this account 
no nurse or governess would stay with 
him Until he was seven or eight he 
was unabie to learn ything, and 
until he was 14 could read nor 


write his am played 
football. icket. or any other game, 
as he was not of sufficlen high 


mental calibre to learn the rules 
Consulted Physicians 

Witness consuled several physicians 
in regard to him with a view to reme- 
dyi both physical and mental de- 
ficiencies. The only improvement was 
thai at the age of 14 his cleanliness 
became more apparent 

With her family witness came to 
Canada in 1912 as she thought George 
would get a better chance working on 
a farm She proceeded straight to 
Vancouver, and after staying there 
three months came to Alberta and 
settled on a farm near Castor Her 
husband staved st Vancouver, where 
lie was employed, and sent money for 
expenses 

The family remained on the farm 
three or four years. George was there 
but never attended school. He helped 
around the farm a little. The family 
did not make good at farming, only 
having one crop Failure was due tc 
ignorance of the country and farming 
methods, A fine nouse was buili on 
the farm and wes totally destroved by 
fire, due to George's carelessness in 
setting a pan of bot ashes in a wooden 
box while he went to have dinner with 


a married sister who was living at the! 


other side of the farm 
Gave Intelligence Tests 

Witness frequently gave George in- 
telligence tests, of which she had 
many in her volumes of psychology 

She left the farm at Castor and 
took a norma! school course at Cam- 
rose and later attended the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. George went to the 
Olds Agricultural school for one term 
of five or six months, but was refused 
admission a second time. George then 
came to this city and got odd jobs 
but could hold none of them for more 
than one month. Finally he got a job 
peeling vegetables at the Macdonald 
hotel, a post he held for about ten 
months. Following that he went tc 
Vancouver. While he was at the coast 
the family received notification from 
the local police that he had tried tc 


commit suicide and had left a note 
written on the stationery of Barron's 
hotel stating that his body would be 
found in Burrard Inlet with a flag
